2» CM the 23rd of August, I960 the UStl unanimously approved the 
Watch Committee (NIC) recommendation for an ultimate duty complement of ten 
men for a 24-hour, 7- day week, two-man team of one primary and one assistant 
duty officer. Personnel were to be provided on a permanently assigned basis to 
the National Indications Centar from CIA, State, Air Force, Army and Navy. At 
the time of this approved, CIA, State and Air Force were each providing one per- 
manently assigned primary duty officer. 

3. CIA was the first to respond to the US IB approval of the ten-men 
complement, aid by the end of August hod provided an Interim assignee aval I able 
to us every fifth night for the assistant watch officer position. It Is significant to 
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note that, although th!» was an interim personnel action, It was a quasi -permanent 
assignment In terms of the individual Involved, to that a good degree of continuity 
was obtainable. Early In September, Navy responded by permanently assigning a 
senior noncommissioned officer for their assistant watch officer billet. They con- 
tinued to "roster In" a field grade commissioned officer (every fifth night) as 
previously with an Individual officer performing watch in the NIC every 25th night. 

4. Shortly after Navy's response, the Air Force permanently caslgned 
a noncommissioned officer, thus providing the required complement of a field grade 
commissioned officer, primary duty officer, and a noncommissioned officer, assistant 
watch officer. 


5. It was not until January 1961 that the State Department assigned, and 
only on an Interim basis, a person for the assistant watch officer duty. Since that 
time# State Department has gone through three interim assignees with no positive 
assurance to us yet at to when their permanent assistant watch officer will finally be 
assigned. 


6. Early In February, CIA permanently assigned an assistant watch officer 
to the NIC thus fulfilling their requirement. 

7. The Army reportedly has received DOD approval for slots for two duty 
officem for NIC. To date, however. Army continues to "roster in" a primer y duty 
watch officer every fifth night, such officers standing watches for one month's time, 
never returning to the NIC at the completion of this period of watch duty, adding to 
the problems of continuity. They have not yet provided an assistant watch officer 
under the 23 August 1960 US!B approval .
